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Bill Introduced To 
Pay Counties For Loss 
Of Levy On U. S. Forest 


An Associated Press dispatch 
from Washington under date of 
May 6 says: 

The government, says Represent- 
ative Colmer, Democrat of Missis- 
sippi, should repay  Calfiornia 
counties annually to replace tax re- 
venues from lands acquired for re- 
forestation purposes. 

He said the government has ac- 
quired 115,529 acres at a cost of 
$627,200 in the state. 

Colmer has introduced a bill to 
require the federal government to 
pay annually to each county 3 per 
cent of the actual purchase price 
of land acquired in that county un- 
der the reforestation and Bankhead- 
Jones Farm Tenancy Acts, with the 
provision that half these payments 
would be returned to the govern- 
ment whenever the counties’ re- 
ceipts from timber sales in subse- 
quent years exceeded the guaran- 
teed 3 per cent minimum. 

His bill would also cancel the 
existing law’s provision restricting 
use of receipts from the reforested 
lands to expenditures for roads and 
schools and would permit distribu- 
tion to the counties “in such man- 
ner as the state legislature may di- 
rect.” 

Below is Colmer’s tabulation of 
reforestation purchases in three 
california counties showing the 
number of acres acquired and the 
cost. Colmer said he assumed land 
approved for purchase on June 30, 
1938, had been acquired. The tabu-

In connection with the budget it 
may interest the readers of this 
newspaper to know that according 
to the Secretary of State’s office, no 
budget bill has ever been passed 
without having been amended. And 
the same source informs us that no 
budget bill has ever been passed by 
a mere majority vote. So it appears 
that this legislature is no different 
from any other in that the budget 
has been reduced from its original | 

figure. 

This week a number of important 
bills will be up for consideration in 
the lower house, among them a 
wages and hour bill introduced by 
Assemblyman Sam Yorty. Inasmuch 
as there is some opposition to this 
bill it is certain to take up consider- 
able time in debate. 

_The flag salute bill which passed 
the lower house by a vote of 43 to 
33 last week will also come up for 
reconsideration during the week. 
Your assemblyman_ reversed his 
stand on this bill and gave it an | 
aye vote Although we are still of 
the opinion that you can't legislate 
patriotism, when “left wingers” at- 
tacked the bill in a manner we 
thought most unpatriotic we formed 
the opinion that a little flag sa- 
luting might be a good thing.

William Penn’s Manor, Erected — 


In 1683, May 


Be Restored Soon 


TLLIAM PENN’s manor, Penns- 

bury, built by the founder of 
Pennsylvania more than 250 years 
ago, may soon be restored on its orig- 
inal site near Bristol, Pa., under 
plans of the Pennsylvania Historical 
Commission. 

The first of the buildings erected at 
Pennsbury on orders of Penn, and the 
one which survived longest, was his 
brew-house. The = F 
great Quaker 
considered beer 
a beverage of 
moderation, and 
did much to en- 
courage its use 
emong the colo- 
nists to offset in- 
temperance and 
excess in the use 
of strong liquor. 

To this end, he 
followed the lead 
of other American colonial leaders 
and, shortly after his arrival, estab- 
lished a brew-house, the product of 
which became famous for its quality. 
Other parts of the brew-house were 
used as a bakery and laundry. 

J. Thomas Scharf and Thompson 
Westcott reported in their “History 
of Philadelphia” that the last of the 
manor buildings—the brew-house— 
was still standing in 1884. They pub- 
lished a drawing of it at the time. Old- 
time drawings of the manor are in 
existence and architects have been 


Penn’s brew-house in 1884, 


assigned the duty of preparing plans 
of all the old buildings. All that 
remains now is the brew-house foun- 
dation and the excavation for its 
cellar. 

William Penn encouraged brewing 
in Pennsylvania from the time of his 
arrival in 1682. He built his brewery 
in the next year and brewed not only 
for his own household, but also for 
commercial use. Evidently he regard- 

= ed himself an 
able brewer, for 
a historian wrote 
of him: “He was 
a great lover of 
beer and accus- 
tomed to praise 
his own brew- 
ing.” 

One of his acts, 
in his capacity as 
Proprietary of 
Pennsylvania, 
was to fix a price 
for beer at retail, and to prescribe its 
inclusion in all tavern meals, as set 
forth in Section 87 of his “Great Law”: 

“To prevent exaction in public 
houses, strong beer and ale of barley 
malt shall be sold for not above two 
pennies per Winchester quart, mo- 
lasses beer one penny ... all ordi- 
naries must be licensed by the Gov- 
ernor, and, to insure reasonable ac- 
commodations, travelers must not be 
charged more than sixpence per head 
for each meal, including meats and 
small beer.”

to 
Gas Tax Funds 


The motoring public builds and supports all highways and 
bridges, whether publicly or privately owned. It may be 
through the payment of tolls or it may be through the payment 
of gasoline tax. And because of certain questions that are being 
currently asked, and certain proposals are being made which 
would affect the future of the Carquinez and Antioch Bridges, 
this statement of policy is being made to the motoring public. 

Sixteen years ago Contra Costa County granted, and the 
state legislature ratified, twenty-five year franchises for the 
construction of these bridges. Relying on those franchises, 
over ten million dollars was invested by local citizens and 
spent in construction. To date there has been returned to 
these investors slightly over one million dollars, although 
taxes paid have amounted to more than $1,800,000. 


The State Must Decide 


The owners of these bridges prefer to keep them for the 
remaining eight and one-half years of the franchises and then 
turn them over to the public absolutely free of either pur- 
chase price or tolls. Nevertheless, the company recognizes 
that the state has the right to acquire, at a fair valuation, any 
property which it deems necessary in furtherance of public 
policy. Whether or not this should be done is a straight busi- 
ness proposition which the state alone has the right to decide. 

The problem is, whether it is cheaper to let the bridges 


remain in private ownership for 81% years or spend mil- 


lions in their acquisition. There are three methods open to 


the state to acquire these bridges: 


1. It can negotiate with the owners. This the owners have re- 
peatedly offered to do and the offer still remains open. 


2. It can require a valuation to be fixed by the Railroad Com- 


mission which must be accepted by the owners. 


3. It can condemn the bridges at a value fixed by the Superior 
Court. 


These bridges can be purchased or new bridges can be con- 


structed without the use of one penny of gas tax funds under 


the Toll Bridge Authority Act, which provides for self-liqui- 


dating revenue bonds. 


Funds Would Be Diverted 


Now, however, it is proposed by Assembly Bills 2665 
and 2666 not to buy the bridges, not to even construct 


competing bridges under the Toll Bridge Authority Act, 
but rather to divert SIX to TEN MILLION DOLLARS OF 
GAS TAX MONEY from badly needed Northern Cali- 
fornia projects in order to erect new bridges without any 


requirement that the tolls shall be adequate to repay 


these funds. Also, the bills permit the purchase of ferries 
WITHOUT LIMIT AS TO PRICE to establish competing 


ferry lines. 


And the Highway Commission which, under existing laws, 
has control of the allocation of gas tax funds, has no power 
to veto this diversion. 

If California wishes to own these toll bridges, let her buy 
them at a fair valuation, which would be far less than the 
cost of building new bridges. But let us not advertise to the 
world that private capital legally invested in this state, and 
relying on the validity of public franchises, is to be destroyed 
by the state itself.

Stewart Says— 


State Tariffs 
Make Muddle 
For Industries 


By CHARLES P. STEWART 
Central Press Columnist 


J One American tendency of today 
is in the direction of splitting our 
states up into a lot of economically 
independent prin- 
cipalities. Another 
tendency is to- 
ward such a con- 
centration of po- 
litical power in 
Washington as to 
knock state rights 
into a cocked hat. 
Paradoxically 
these two tenden- 
cies don’t exactly 
conflict. ét looks 
as if economic 
over - localization 
and political over- 
H centralization 
might be accomplished collaterally. 
The states are erecting protective 
tariff walls against one another. At 
the same time each state is demand- 
ing federal money, for its purely in- 
ternal needs, at a rate which prom- 
ises to make it wholly dependent for 
its own support upon Uncle Sam’s 
general government; that is to say, 
incapable of carrying on except with 
financial grants from Capitol Hill 
in the District of Columbia. 

This situation, somewhat belated- 
ly, is beginning to worry quite a few 
of our national legislators and sev- 
eral of our governors, too. They’re 
starting to talk about it. It’s getting 
advertised. 

Interstate Tariffs 

A state can’t constitutionally put 
up a protective tariff wall against 
other states, of course. 

But it doesn’t call its tariff wall 
a tariff wall. 

For example, Florida produces a 
deal of cement. It wanted tu exclude 
cement from rival states. Sy it 
passed a law subjecting incoming 
cement to tests, which were made so 
expensive that che incoming stuf 
even though it pussed must-r, 
couldn't compete with Florida's 
pene hue. 

The United States Supreme Coprt 
recently ruled against that law, say- 
ing that a tariff was what it really 
amounted to. However, there are 


‘plenty of similar tariffs that haven’t 
yet been ruled unconstitutional. Il- 
lustratively there are laws which 
keep western dairy products out of 
the eastern markets under sanitary 
regulations which the westerners 
are unable to comply with, however 
excellent their goods. A fearful row 
is raging over these rules in Con- 
gress now. There are “use taxes” 
on many commodities. There are vir- 
tually prohibitive regulations con- 
cerning auto-trucks in inter-state 
operation. There are “ports of entry” 
at state lines. 

It’s an internal tariff system, 
that’s all. The Conference of Gov- 
ernors so recognizes it, but only

| half-heartedly, because each gov- 


ernor has to be mindful of sentiment 
within his own state. 

President Roosevelt madea speech 
the other day, in which he suggested 
that George Washington found him-

But Federal Money? 

A few days later the President 
made another speech, on the subject 
of penitentiary paroles. 

It may not appear that there’s 
much relationship between inter- 
state tariffs and penitentiary pa- 
roles. Yet states’ spokesmen con- 
tended that the federal government 
should finance penitentiary paroles 
—state prison paroles. 

Should the federal government 
guarantee and finance ’em? 

Representative Sumners of Texas 
submitted, “No.” He was tired, he 
stated, of having the U. S. govern- 
ment asked to pay state expenses. 

The federal government, he 
Pointed out, doesn’t pay the bill. The 
States pay it in the long run. They 
pay for parole and they pay for re- 
lief, and they pay for all that Con- 
gress votes.
